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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 2-8, 11-18, 20-23 and 26-36 are pending in this application. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
6/21/2005 has been entered. Upon review of the amendment, it is deemed necessary 
to raise new issues that need further rejection. 

Claim objections 

3. Claim 1 8 is objected to because the first chemical structure on page 7 and the 
second chemical structure on page 8 are not drawn properly. 

The spiro ring has "NH", but the H is drawn as part of the ring atom. Note the N is a part 
of the ring atom not the H . 

In regard to the second chemical structure on page 8, the triple bonds between N and C 
are not drawn properly. It is recommended that applicants fix the problem by drawing N 
and C and making a triple bond between them as it was done on page 7 (see the CN 
substituents for the 4 th and 5 th compounds). 
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4. Claim 20 is objected to because at page 16 (lines 4-6), the term "and' is missing. 
The phrase "het 1 being optionally substituted by 1-2 substituents selected from d- 
C4alkyl, amino.... halogen, -CN, =0, =S;" should read as "het 1 being optionally 
substituted by 1-2 substituents selected from CrC 4 alkyl, amino.... halogen, -CN, =0 
and =S;". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2-8, 11-16, 20-23, 26-29 and 31-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 

second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 

claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention: 

a. Regarding claim 20 (page 15), the phrase "such as" renders the claim 
indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of 
the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). It is recommended that applicants 
delete "oxygenated sulfur such as" to overcome this rejection. 

b. In claims 13-14, the phrase "R 15 is independently (b), (c), (d), (e), (f) or (g)" 
lacks antecedent basis. Applicants have to recite the actual substituents as it was done 
for example in claims 15-16.
